SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The billboard JeansWest. Jeans for any bum. is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The billboard advertises the ‘JeansWest’ brand of jeans and the newly opened 
‘JeansWest’ store in the West City Plaza, Henderson. The billboard contains a rear 
view image of a naked man lying along a park bench. The man's buttocks are explicitly 
depicted. The nudity is presented in conjunction with the statement “JeansWest. Jeans 
for any bum.” The explicit nudity is designed to capture viewer attention. Tongue-in 
cheek humour is developed around the play on the word ‘bum’, which is a colloquial 
reference to buttocks and vagrants. The billboard appears to focus on the buttocks of 
the ‘vagrant’ male to advertise the clothing product as being suitable for many different 
body sizes and shapes. Other devices, such as the blue tones of the image, reinforce 
the association of the image with the product. 

It is acknowledged that offence may be caused to some individuals by the nudity 
presented, and by the reference to the buttocks of the man depicted on the billboard. 
However, this offence in itself is not sufficient to amount to injury to the public good. 
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
